Dear Friends: 

One of the great satisfactions of my 
more than 40 years with roses has been 
the many interesting people I have met, 
particularly the leading hybridizers. 

It has been delightful to visit Pedro 
Dot in Spain, the first European 
hybridizer with whom we dealt and 
from whom we. still receive new 
varieties. At the age of 89 he is still ac- 
tive, ably assisted by two _— sons, 
grandsons, and hopefully there will be great-grandsons to carry 
on this family business. 

When | first visited Charles Mallerin at Grenoble, France, 
in 1952 I was astonished to find that he had produced so many 
fine new roses from only a few hundred new seedlings. I told 
him so. A tall, imposing man, Mallerin straightened up, tapped 
the side of his head and said, “I use my head.” 

It was a pleasure to know Francis Meilland quite intimate- 
ly—the originator of the famous rose Peace, which our firm 
introduced in the United States in 1945. He was the fifth gen- 
eration of rose hybridizers, and it was tragic for him to pass 
away at the age of 46 in 1958. His hybridizing work has been

carried on by his father, his widow Louisette and his brilliant 
son Alain. 

Many families of hybridizers have carried on the business 
for several generations; for example, Svend Poulsen and his 
son Niels in Denmark, and Gerrit de Ruiter and his son Gijs- 
bert in Holland. Wilhelm Kordes of Germany is said to be the 
most knowledgeable rose man in the world. He has now retired 
but his work is ably continued by his son Reimer. 

In Japan I recently visited Seizo Suzuki, hybridizer and 
director for Keisei Rose Nurseries, who has some promising 
new seedlings. 

In this country I have enjoyed knowing, among others, Mrs. 
Gladys Fisher of Massachusetts, Carl Meyer of Ohio, and 
Herb Swim and Walter Lammerts from the West. No more 
dedicated rosarian exists than O. L. Weeks, who has produced 
PERFUME DELIGHT and GYPSY. 

To these who are or have been my friends, I dedicate this brief 
message, for they have brought new, beautiful plants into my life 


and yours. ee

Do You Know the Harvest Giant Mums? 


Harvest Giant Mums are a new strain with super size blooms 
just like those you see in a florist shop. The difference is that 
these hybrids have been especially developed for garden 
growing. They need no special attention except that in order 
to obtain large specimen blooms you should pinch the first 
side buds off the main stem just as soon as they appear. 

Like all other mums, Harvest Giants need good garden soil 
of average richness and at least a half day of sunlight in order 
to do well. It is a good idea to cover the plants with straw or 
evergreen branches over the winter. The purpose is not to 
protect them from low temperatures but to keep them from 
alternately freezing and thawing and being heaved up out of 
the ground. Remove this cover in the spring.

Kathleen Meserve is a city born and bred woman who 
became fascinated with growing things when she and her hus- 
band and their children moved to an old colonial home on a 
farm on Long Island in 1946. 

She started with a vegetable garden, growing all the fresh 
foods she had not been able to get for her family during the 
war. Soon she was raising pigs and other animals. In fact, in 
1948 almost no money at all was spent on meats, vegetables or 
dairy foods by the Meserve family. All of it was produced at 
home. 

It was not long before Mrs. Meserve became aware that her 
surroundings had a special beauty in addition to the practical- 
ity of producing food. In particular, the native American holly, 
Ilex opaca, which grew naturally and added tremendous winter 
interest to the deciduous woodlands, caught her interest. 

An intense person with a keen eye and great imagination, 
Mrs. Meserve researched the genus Ilex (Holly) and visited 
many arboreta, nurseries and estates on Long Island to begin a 
wide and varied holly collection. A natural outgrowth of this 
interest was hybridizing. 

Mrs. Meserve made her first crosses in the early 50’s, devel- 
oping many varied types and forms of hollies. Then she discov- 
ered the much more luxuriant English holly, Ilex aquifolium. 
However, as with many of us, she soon found it did not have 
the hardiness to take windy winters or hot sultry summers. At 
that, her search began for a ruggedly hardy holly to mate with 
the Aquifolium, in order to bring forth an offspring similar to 
Christmas holly but hardy enough to be grown throughout the 
northern states. 

She found what she felt might be the answer in Ilex rugosa,

a small, prostrate shrub native to the Sakhalin Island north of 
Japan. Through the Arnold Arboretum she obtained a few 
seeds from which she grew her own plants of Ilex rugosa to 
cross with Ilex aquifolium. 

After years of evaluation, selection and further crossing, 
Mrs. Meserve selected a few of her hybrids for their ability to 
withstand unprotected the bitterest of winter winds and tem- 
peratures. Of almost equal importance was their vigorous and 
attractive growth, their glossy foliage and abundant flowering 
to assure heavy berry set or pollen production. 

The first of these hybrids, introduced in 1964, were Blue 
Girl (Plant Patent 2434) and Blue Boy (Plant Patent 2435). 
These rugged evergreen hollies are unique in their hardiness, 
growth characteristics and the berry production of Blue Girl. 
The lustrous dark foliage combined with the purple-blue stem 
color gives a distinctive blue tone to the plants. 

The importance of the Meserve hybrids is reflected in the 
creation of a new botanical species under the genus Ilex. It is 
Ilex X meserveae (1. rugosa F. Schmidt X I. aquifolium L.). 
It was officially described and designated by Dr. Shiu-Ying Hu 
in Arnoldia, the Arnold Arboretum, Vol. 30, No. 2, March 15. 
1970. 

Since the introduction 
of Blue Girl and Blue 
Boy, evaluation of other 
hybrids has been con- 
tinued by Mrs. Meserve 
in cooperation with The 
Conard-Pyle Co. The 
third of this hybrid 
species was introduced in 
1972 as Blue Prince, 
which yields a profusion 
of pollen and is the first 
male holly to be truly or- 
namental and not just 
utilitarian. 

Now in 1973, two 
more Ilex X meserveae 
have been introduced— 
Blue Princess and Blue Mrs. Kathleen Meserve 
Angel, which we present looking over her Hollies 
here. with a keen and critical eye.

A 22-Year-Old Love Affair 


By S. B. Hutton, Jr. 
President of Star Roses 


Shortly after World War II, in the late 40’s, I first became 
acquainted with the Ghent and Mollis type Azaleas as grafted imported 
plants from Holland. I was struck by their vivid colors and continued 
to try to grow them in spite of many difficulties, including the simple 
fact that they just plain didn’t seem to want to grow here. 

I cannot recall exactly where I saw my first Exbury Hybrid Azaleas 
but it was in 1950 or 1951, shortly after becoming disillusioned with the 
Ghent and Mollis types. And I was so taken with their colorful beauty 
and large flowers that our nursery acquired some plants. Again, more 
problems developed—though the plants themselves grew well, we were 
unable to develop the technique of propagating them. My persistence 
was stronger than my wisdom, for I continued to fool around with 
them for years and years. 

My interest was so strong that in 1953 I purchased some seed from 
England. The seedlings flourished and in 1956 began to bloom. Of 
course, being from seéd, they were all colors of the rainbow and varied 
widely in their quality. Of the several hundred, we selected 48 as 
having special merit. Of the 48, we have just one left, and that is the 
luscious Golden Peace we offer to you here. 

Meanwhile, we continued to collect other kinds from everywhere we 
could find them. We grew them, tested them and continued to try to 
propagate them but without success. In 1964 Richard Vanderbilt joined 
us and soon developed a fondness for these hybrid Azaleas equal to my 
own. Fortunately, his affection was reinforced with a knowledge of the 
propagation technique necessary to reproduce these difficult wayward 
plants, and as a result we can now offer them to our customers. 


GOLDEN PEACE 


TUNIS. Blooms are a _ bright cardinal-red 
(deeper than shown in the illustration), chang- 
ing gradually to carmine and with a lovely 
added touch of a golden flare on the upper 
petal. Like all four of these Exburys, trusses are 
large but florets are arranged more loosely than 
on Golden Peace. Tunis blooms later, following 
Royal Lodge, and grows somewhat taller. 


GOLDEN PEACE. Here is an exciting new 
bright yellow to add to the spectrum of vivid 
colors in the Exbury Azaleas. Freely branched, 
vigorous plants producing a_ profusion of 
tremendous balloon-like trusses 6 inches and 
more across give a mass of color in mid-May. 
Each large truss consists of as many as 13 indi- 
vidual florets up to 3 inches across, making a 
solid ball of beauty. Gracefully frilled, bright 
yellow petals of even color brightened by a rich 
golden blotch to accent the upper petal. The ul- 
timate is an aura of sweet, spicy fragrance to 
thrill the nose as the color does the eye.

As the 
bloom matures, bright green foliage comes out 
to clothe the vigorous, strong stems. 

GOLDEN PEACE is most showy as a speci- 
men plant. The bright green foliage adds a spot 
of warmth through the summer. In fall, the 
leaves turn red-bronze shades before dropping, 
and the stiff woody branches give contrast and 
texture to a stark winter landscape. GOLDEN 
PEACE is indeed one of the new car-stopping 
colors, lending brilliance and interest to any 
planting. Considering that GOLDEN PEACE is 
of my own selection, I have to admit to a bit of 
favoritism, but I know you will like it.

The Exbury Story 


Behind something as unique and exotic as the Exbury 
Hybrid Azaleas there has to be a story. 

In the 1850's a knowledgeable and venturesome nur- 
seryman, Anthony Waterer of Knaphill Nurseries in 
England, became interested in improving — hardy 
deciduous Azaleas. By combining Ghent Hybrids from 
Belgium and Mollis from Holland and crossing with the 
Western Azalea from America, he produced the Knaphill 
Hybrids. 

Shortly after World War I Lord Lionel de Rothschild, 
of the famous banking family, and a great gardener as 
well, purchased control of the Knaphill breeding pro- 
gram. Using his great wealth to shorten time, he made 
tens of thousands of crosses instead of his predecessors’ 
hundreds. The kinds thus produced were named Exbury 
after the Rothschild estate. Since his death his work is 
being carried on by his son, Baron Edmund de 
Rothschild. 

We have tested dozens of these Exbury Azaleas and 
now offer Gibraltar, Royal Lodge and Tunis. Golden 
Peace really belongs with them, for it came from Exbury 


seed.
